Memorandum, This is the laſt Parr of his 
Reverence Blair's Further Affidavit, as he calls 
it, againſt Governour Nzchol/on; but by the 
Anſwer of the Maſter, Uſhers and Scholars, c.

ſworn, When there was a thing done, as this 
of the Scholars barring out their Maſters, Ce.

There can be nothing more juſt than the 
Opinion of the abovementioned Lawyers, viz. 
That what Mr. Blair has ſworn bere is ſo im- 
Poſſible to be in his Knowledge true, as here ſworn, 
that every Reader muſt conceive, it doth not re- 
quire any other Anſwer, than that almoſt every 
Line here makes appear, that the IVhele is falſe. 
It is to be 'obfervgd, that Blair could have 
found none of thele lying Accuſations againſt 
the Governqur,-- from the Boys ſhutting our 
their Maſters, if it had been a conſtant Cu- 
ſtom; and therefore he ſwears downright, that 
the Cuſtom had been left off, contrary to the 
Knowledge and Affidavits of every one belong- 
ing to the College, that the Boys had every 
Vear done ſo, from 1699, to the Vear com- 
plained of, 1702, except in the Year 1700, 
aving no Occaſion to ſhut their Maſters out 
for Leave, having obtained it before the uſual 
Time, by the General Aſſembly's meeting in 
the College: And then ſeeing that without 
Shot too, he could not make it be believed, 
that the Governour had any Deſign upon his 
Life, he therefore ſwears directly, that there 
was Shot given by the Governour, whereas 
the other Maſters, the Scholars and Seryants 
belonging to the College, ſwear there was no

And then, as to the particular Circumſtan- 
ces of ſome body or other's endeavouring to 
break into his Chamber, in the dead of rhe 
Night, and his calling to the Maid, all which 
the Maid has denied upon Oath, how could 
Mr. Blair take his ſolemn Oath, that .

they ſhut out their Maſters at Chriſimas 1702, 
„and that he had too much Reaſon to fear it 
«& was contrived on Purpoſe for him, inſinuat- 
ing thereby, that his Excellency deſigned 

* he Boys ſhould kill bim. 381 | 
« Wedo therefore think ourſelves obliged to 
declare (as we have dane on a former Occaſion 
© of a Letten from Dr. Bray to the ſame pur- 
4 poſe) that we know no Reaſon nor Ground
